.» The Census of the Colony was taken in the City of Victoria, Shavkiwao 
and, the Kowloon Peninsula (except Kowloon City) on April 24; in the New 
Tecritoties and Hongkong Villages between March 24 and April 24; in the 
Harbour from April 23 to April 26. =i , i 
_' 2-—The figures given in.the annexed tables were Rathered froin the 
totals given in the enumerators” books, the casting of which has been care 
fully’checked, ‘ 

“" $—The taking of the Census gave rise to an abundant crop uf 
puerile rumours, which gained wide currency ard caused no little alarm 
especially among the families of.lower and middle class Chinese; a dis 
cussion of overcrowding by the Sanitary Board shortly before the date 
of the Census withoct doubt gravely affected the accuracy of the returns 
made by householders in the congested ateas. * - ae 

4—The date fired for the Census proved to be very unfortunate>— 

(a}—In the New Territories the majority of the inbabitants were 
found to be absent'from their houses the whole day long, being 
busily: engaged in preparations for planting the first crop of 

-- paddy, and the eaumerators experienced considerable difficulty 
‘in obtainingthe requisite information. : ” 

(b).—In the Island of Hongkong and the Mainland, large numbers 
of the Chinese adult male population were absent in their 
native villages, the date being the middle of the Ching Ming 
Festival; thus in several middle class residential sections the 
females were found to equal or exceed the males. The 
enumerators also ‘reported difficulty in many cases, ‘where all! 

’ the adult males in a family were absent, in obtaining. the 
necessary information from the females left behind. 

S.—The Ching Ming Festival also caused great difficulties in holding 
together a sufficient number of enumerators, many enumerators who had 
been appointed and carefully trained resigned or left the Colony without 
notice just as the schedules:were ready for distribution, and others had to 
be found and receive hasty instructions at the moment. . ; 

6—The factors mentioned in paragraphs 3 and 4 undoubtedly reduced 


1 the numbers reported in the case of the land population, bat it is as yet im- 


possible to form any estimate. of what percentage should be added to the 
figeres reported to arrive at the trne total.of the normal population of the 
Colony. .. ; 

I consider, however, that the figures found for the floating population 
are very néar the truth, and give an accurate idea of the normal average 
floating population,.which at times is abnormally increased for short periods 
by the presence of the deep sea fishing fleet, for which the Colony cannot 
be said to be.the home port: this fleet was absent at the time the Census 
was taken.” a ‘ 3 :

‘ SPECIAL REFORT.

More than a rhid’ ofa mniRion- -per= 
sons who last winter faced death by 
starvation have been carried through 
tothe harvest in the Shuntefa dts- 
trict and tne headquarters station at 
that place has wound up its sffairs 
and made its final reporr. 

This district was one of those 
described by Eleanor Frances Egan 
in the Saturday Eventag Posi, as being 
so destitute that they made the Near 
East look like a land of abundance, in 
comparison, Thedistrict is not yet 
a land of aburidance, nor willit be this 
year bat the population has been 
Drought through with a narrow 
margin of vitality te spate and can 
now take its own way. 

No charitable enterprise was ever 
undertaken, no matter how unselfish 
and self sacrificing, but that ‘some 
criticized and,some lied. However, 


‘| the work of the United International 


Famine Rehef Committee and the 
other international bodies in China 
have been less subject to adverse 
criticism than. have some other 
similar pro;ects in other codntries. 
For the benefit of the few who have 
held aloof and asked: . “Where does 
all the money go?” and for those 
who have 'given withont stint and 
asked no question, the Shuntefu 
Committee has given its accounting. 

When A. J. Parker who was in 
charge of the work for the nine 
bsiens in the Shuntefu area returned 
to Peking, he turned over to the In- 
tespational Committee a receipt for 
every ration of grain distributed and 
for every penny spent it relief. There 
are ‘several boxes of such receipts, all 
showing “where the money went.” 


374,144 persons were receiving relief. 
Of the total 342,000 were relieved by 
the grain distributions, 11,800 b: 
fam ne labour projects ; 6,890 relieved | 
by the famine schools and 8,952 by 


the distribution of seed- grain. In} ~ 


mothers were saved and cared for 
during the winter and spring, 2,400 
persons were provided with clorh- 
ing 1,030 were cared for in 
refuges. The schools were conducted 
for five months and the heavier

$5,000 to care for the nursing 


mothers and more than $34,000 to [

The grain bauled into the Shuntefu 
district and distributed to those who 
faced death, would have Joaded 2 
train more than a mile.long.
